She succeeded in getting partly past 
the N antucket’s stem when the ves­ 
sels collided, the N antucket's stem 
striking the M onroe’s starboard bow 
forw ard of the pilot house about at 
right angles.

St. Paul, Feb. 2.—As he sat reading 
before a fire in his home Frank B. 
Doran, m ayor of St. Paul from 1896 to 
189s, dropped unconscious to the floor 
at his daughter’s feet as she sprang 
to his assistance. 
He was dead within 
a m inute, never uttering a word after 
his seizure. 
Mr. Doran apparently 
was in the 
best of health until the mom ent of his 
death. 
Dr. V. J. Hawkins worked 
over the body for several hours, hut 
said th at life probably was extinct 
within a m inute after the stroke of 
heart trouble. 
Mr. Doran was a m em ber of the as­ 
sembly from 1892 to 1894. His notable 
work there caused his nom ination on 
the Republican ticket for m ayor in 
1894. 
He was defeated by Robert A. 
Smith, but in 1896 he was elected over 
O. O. Cullen, who was regarded as a 
stronger condidate. 
He served as president of the cham ­ 
ber of com m erce for several term s 
and also was a mem ber of the city 
charter commission. He resigned from 
the latter body Feb. 15, 1911, and re­ 
tired from politics. 
Mr. Doran was born in Batavia. 111.. 
May I, 1839. 
Soon after his gradua­ 
tion from the Clark sem inary, Aurora, 
111., the Civil war broke out and he 
enlisted in the Fifty-second Illinois in­ 
fantry. 
He fought in several notable 
battles and was honorably discharged 
after serving for a year, owing to in­ 
juries. 
W hile trying to reach his brother, 
John Doran, 
who was ill 
with the 
Union army in the South, he was cap­ 
tured by the Confederates and sent 
to the notorious Libby prison. He was 
held there for twenty-six m onths. 
It 
is believed that he was incarcerated 
longer by the Confederates than any 
other soldier in The Union army.

This house is going to make 
the worst record of any in our his­ 
tory and in spite of tile fact that it 
was elected on a platform denouncing 
Republican extravagance." 
Of course it is the duty of every 
chairm an of the com m ittee on appro­ 
priations to talk th a t way, but there 
is really som ething in w hat Fitzgerald 
says. 
The appropriations are m ount­ 
ing. 
Not only were the estim ates 
m any 
millions more than 
the last 
year's appropriations, but congress bas 
Increased the estim ates. 


What Is Expected. 
In addition to w hat has been nec­ 
essary heretofore it is expected that 
$40,000,000 will be added for the Alas 
ku railroad, $25,000,000 for good roads.

During the discussion of the postof­ 
fice appropriation bill in the house a 
great deal was said about extending 
free delivery service to sm aller cities 
and tow ns and even to villages.

course it developed that the expense 
would be great and that one delivery 
a day was about all that could be ex­ 
a c te d . 
Congressman 
Lindbergh of 
M innesota m ade the interesting point 
th a t free boxes in such postoffices 
would be much better than one deliv­ 
ery service. 
More people would be 
served and w ith less annoyance, he 
claimed, by free boxes than by the 
free delivery. 
Lindbergh asserted th at 
it w’as an Imposition to m ake people 
pay rental for boxes in a postoffice. 


Reed to Swim Out. 
W hen they w’ere talking tariff on the 
farm bill Senator Reed of Missouri 
rem arked, referring to w hat bad been 
said by the Republicans regarding the 
tariff aud the farm ers: “I have been 
sitting bere for months seeking to 
avoid being drowned in the river of 
tears which is pouring from the eyes 
of our friends on the other side over 
the wrongs and injuries to the Am er­ 
ican farm er. 
I am going to swim out.” 


Avoiding the Color Line. 
“You propose to give $40,000,000 to 
half a million people in A laska,” said 
John Sharp Williams, discussing the 
Alaska railroad bill. 
“T here are only 30,000 w hite people 
in the territory,” interjected Bacon of 
Georgia. 
“Take the Eskimos, the Russians 
and all and m ake it half a million,” 
said W illiams.

“The race is to be run under the 
rules of the International Aeronautic 
federation.

W ashington. Feb. 2.—Many subjects 
are being pressed by D em ocrats for 
consideration by congress, but leaders 
of the dom inant j*arty realize th at a 
new adm inistration cannot reform tho 
whole statutory structure of the gov­ 
ernm ent in a day. 
To com plete their program they ap­ 
preciate th a t continuation of party su­ 
prem acy is necessary and th a t re­ 
election of a I>emooratic senate and 
house next fall is m ore im portant than 
a long 
session of congress 
choked 
with 
hastily 
considered legislation. 
President W ilson is known to share 
this view. 
Increasing the necessity for early

MINNESOTA BANKS FLOURISH 


Deposits 
in 
the 
State 
Institutions 


Show Large Increase. 
St. Paul, 
Feb. 2.—An 
increase of 
more 
than 
$18,600,000 in the total 
am ount of deposits in M innesota state 
banks within the last year is but one 
of several evidences of greater pros­ 
perity in the state, according to fig­ 
ures compiled by 
Kesley S. Chase, 
state superintendent of banks. 
The com parative abstract prepared 
by Superintendent Chase shows the 
condition of M innesota state banks on 
Jan. 13. 1914, and on Feb. 4, 1913. 
Besides the increase in deposits the 
figures also show a m arked increase 
in the num ber of banks, there being 
823 banks in 1914, in com parison with 
779 in 1912. 
D eposits subject to check show an 
increase of nearly $6,000,000, the total 
am ount in the 823 banks being $42,- 
678,000. 
The increase in tim e certifi­ 
cates during the period was nearly 
$10,000,000 and there was an increase 
of $1,000,000 in the am ount of cash on 
hand. 
M innesotans also were more saving 
during the period, as is indicated by 
an increase of $2,360,575.17 in the sav­ 
ing deposits. 
In 1914 the total was 
$9,898,412.79, in com parison to that of 
1913, which was $7,537,837.62.

stronger condidate. 
He served as president of the cham­ 
ber of commerce for several terms 
and also was a member of the city 
charter commission. He resigned from 
the latter body Feb. 15, 1911, and re­ 
tired from politics. 
Mr. Doran was horn in Batavia, 111.. 
May I, 1839. 
Soon after his gradua­ 
tion from the Clark seminary, Aurora, 
111., the Civil war broke out and he 
enlisted in the Fifty-second Illinois In­ 
fantry. 
He fought in several notable 
battles and was honorably discharged 
after serving for a year, owing to in­ 
juries. 
While trying to reach his brother. 
John Doran, 
who was ill 
with the 
Union army In the South, he was cap­ 
tured by the Confederates and sent 
to the notorious Libby prison. He was 
held there for twenty-six months.

Is believed that he was incarcerated 
longer by the Confederates than any 
other soldier in the Union army.

ican farmer. I am going to swim out.”

You propose to give $40,000,000 to 
half a million people in Alaska,” said 
John Sharp Williams, discussing the 
Alaska railroad hill. 
“There are only 30,000 white people 
in the territory,” Interjected Bacon of 
Georgia.

Besides the increase in deposits the 
figures also show a marked increase 
in the number of banks, there being 
823 banks in 1914, in comparison with 
779 in 1912.

678,000. 
The increase in time certlfl- 
cates during the period was nearly 
$10,000,000 and there was an Increase 
of $1,000,000 In the amount of cash ob 
hand.
